We rrint elsewhere the list of papers to be read at the 
Annual Provincial Meeting of the Incorporated Law Society at 
Swansea, which will commence on Tuesday next.

Tue Lanp Transfer Rules, 1898, have now been issued ina 
convenient form, and can be obtained at the moderate price of 
43d. The rules are prefaced by a memorandum describing 
shortly the contents of the rules, and pointing out very usefully 
their relations to the Acts of 1875 and 1897. We learn from it 
—what we did not clearly gather from rule 216—that upon an 
application for registration with y title any necessa 
surveying for the purpose of enabling the land to be identified 
on the ordnance map is to be done by the Land Registry 
surveyors free of char, Attention is drawn in the 
memorandum to the application of compulsory registration 
to the | gy of leases and dealings with leasehold land 
held under leases having not less than two lives to fall 
in or forty years still to run. The practical effect of rule 
59 has not yet, we think, been fully appreciated. It provides, 
in effect, that when registration me compulsory, an 
assignment on sale of a lease or underlease having at least forty 
years to run or two lives yet to fall in, and a grant of a lease or 
+ underlease for a term of forty years or more, or for two or more 
lives, executed after the commencement of compulsory regis- 
tration and capable of registration, shall operate only as an 
agreement, and shall not pass any legal estate to the assignee or 
lessee unless or until he is registered as proprietor of the 
lease or underlease.

Lonsdale (31 W.R. 109, 21 Oh. D. 9) it is ble that as 
regards the t of a lease this provision of rules will not 
be — as @ serious penalty and that registration will be 
omitted.

1875 with regard to The first-mentioned sub-mortgages 
have hitherto been capable of being protected only indirectly 
on the register by cautions, &c., and as to the secondly-mentioned 








incumbrances, though they were capable of registration by way 
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ef notice, yet subsequent dealings with them (except discharges) 
could not be registered. Both classes are now rendered capable 
of registration. The new rules, which repeal all existing rules 
made under the same power, except the rules of 1892 applicable 
to small holdings and two rules made in 1876 and 1897 as to 
the transfer of titles from the register kept under Lord West- 
sury’s Act to the register kept under the Land Transfer Acts, 
are to come into operation on the Ist of November next, while, 
as we announced last week, the operation of the Act of 1897 is 
to be postponed to the Ist of January next. 


AN INTERESTING point was decided by the Liverpool County 
Court judge on Wednesday in the case of Re Higginson § Deane, 
Ex parte Littledale § Co. Hicarnson & Deane became bankrupt 
in 1847 and the Royal Bank of Liverpool (which was a com- 
pany registered under the Oompanies Acts) were creditors whose 
proofs were admitted for about £550,000. The banking com- 
pany were wound up, first voluntarily and subsequently under 
supervision, in and after 1867 ; and in 1887 an order for dissolu- 
tion of the company, as from the 26th of December, 1887, was 
made by Mr. Justice Nortu. In the present year fresh assets 
of the Fecahten Hiceinson & Deane were discovered, in the 
shape of shares which had been formerly regarded as worthless but 
were now worth over £5,000. The Crown claimed the dividend 
which would have become due to the banking company, on the 
ground that upon its dissolution the right to all further divi- 
dends vested in the Crown as bona vacantia. Other creditors of 
the bankrupts applied to the court to expunge the claim of the 
banking company, without prejudice to the dividends already de- 
clared, on the ground that the company had ceased to exist. The 
county court judge held that on the dissolution of the company the 
debt due to it was extinguished so as to be incapable of sub- 
sequent ownership, and that, therefore, there was no moment of 
time when the debt was without an owner, and he directed 
that all future assets of the bankrupts should be divided among 
the creditors other than the banking company. It is clear that 
the effect of the dissolution of a company is to extinguish debts 
due from, and claims against, the company: Cozon v. Gorst 
(1891, 2Ch. 73), and it would seem to follow, on principle, that 
such dissolution also extinguishes debts due to, and claims on 
behalf of, the company. 





A FEw Days ago a charge of a somewhat unusual character 
came before the justices at Bournemouth. The accused was 
charged with “offering himself as a servant with a false, 
forged, and counterfeit certificate of character,” contrary to 
the provisions of the Servants’ Character Act, 1792. He had 
applied for a situation and submitted in support of his applica- 
tion # written testimonial purporting to be signed by a former 
employer, which signature was proved to be a forgery. 
Although ‘this Act is a very useful one, and has been over a 
century in operation, proceedings seem to be seldom taken 
under it. The offences aimed at are, however, far from 
uncommon. Besides the offence just referred to, for which, no 
doubt, an indictment for forgery at common law would lie, it is 
provided that any person is liable to a penalty who offers him- 
self as a servant falsely pretending that he has served in any 
servico in which he has not actually served, or who alters any 
written character given by a former master. The Act also 
deals with anyone who falsely personates a master and 

ives a false character to a person offering himself as a servant. 

t does not, however, deal generally with the case of an 
employer who dismisses a servant, but gives the servant a 
character which the employer knows he does not deserve; yet 
this is an offence against society which is unfortunately very 
common, and from which many householders and men of business 
have suffered at one time or another, It has been held that no 
one need give a servant a character at all unless he chooses; 
but to refuse a character is almost the same as giving a bad one, 
and many otherwise estimable people, good naturedly, and so 
as not to deprive the servant of the power of earning his living, 
give characters which, if not directly false, are misleading and 
have the same effect as if they were false. There can be little 


mentioned Act, he is liable to an action in tort if the new 
master sustains damage in consequence of hiring a servant on 
the strength of the false character. 





Tue Orn«rmat Evidence Act, 1898, finally does away with the 
old principle that a person is disqualified by interest from bein 
a witness, and henceforth the proceedings at a criminal tri 
will be very similar to those at a civil trial. Some important 
distinctions, however, will still exist. Last week in these 
columns we commented upon a restriction put by the Act upon 
the liberty of speech of counsel. The Act, however, containg 
yet another restriction upon the discretion which has been 
acceded to counsel in conducting cases. In criminal as well ag 
in civil trials it has hitherto been permissible for any witness to 
be cross-examined as to credit, ra everyone has heard cases in 
which the testimony of some plausible witness has been blown 
to pieces by a few questions which have shewn the jury his true 
character. In the case of the prisoner-witness, however, the 
Act provides that he shall not be asked any question tending to 
shew that he has ever committed any offence other than the one 
for which he is being tried, or that he is of bad character, 
except in certain cases—i.¢.,(1) where the proof that he has 
committed such other offence is admissible to shew that he is 
guilty of the offence for which he is being tried ; (2) where he 
(or his advocate) has asked questions of the witnesses for the 
prosecution with a view to establish his good character, or has 
given evidence of his good character, or where the nature or 
conduct of the defence involves imputations on the character 
of the prosecutor or the witnesses for the prosecution; 
(3) where ie has given evidence against any other person charged 
with the same offence. This restriction upon the right of 
cross-examination is no doubt reasonable, for although the 
fact that a man has been guilty of crimes in the past does 
often add to the probability of his guilt in the present, stilla 
man of known bad character is liableto be charged with an 
offence upon much slighter grounds than a man of good reputa- 
tion. The fact that A. committed a burglary in 1890 cannot be 
relevant to the question whether A. has committed a burglary 
in 1898, and it would not be fair to allow the issue to be pre- 
judiced by the introduction of irrelevant matter under the guise 
of cross-examination as tocredit. Probably, however, when the 
prisoner is not defended by counsel, he will often lay himself 
open to cross-examination as to his past life under the second 
exception referred to above. If prisoners act in the future, when 
upon oath, as they have done in the past when merely making 
statements to the jury, they will no doubt frequently make 
assertions of their good character, and will often make serious 
imputations on the character of witnesses for the prosecution, 
especially of police witnesses. The force of this restriction 
will, moreover, grow less in time. An accused person who has 
previously borne a good character will generally be very eager 
to give evidence thereof. This will be looked for by juries, and 
as the law becomes more widely known it will be found that 
jurymen will note the absence of evidence of good character and 
draw their own conclusions. 





In roe case of New Lxion Tyre Co. (Limited) v. Spilsbury (46 
W. R. 567) Kexewicn, J., decided that a registered licensee 
under letters patent is to be postponed to a prior unregistered 
assignment of which he had express notice. The result is in 
accordance with the effect usually given to registration, save in 
cases where it is expressly provided that the registered title 
shall prevail notwithstanding notice, but it is singular that 
registration should be allowed to vary so much in its operation 
according to the property which is in question. Under the 
Middlesex Registry Act, as under the repealed Yorkshire Acts, 
registration is no protection against a prior unregistered assurance 
of which the registered purchaser has notice, and this, of 
course, represents the equitable view of matter, though it is set 
aside whenever the Legislature really wishes to make regis- 
tration effective. This has been done under the Yorkshire 
Registry Act, 1884, and, save in cases of actual fraud, an 
assurance registered under that Act has priority notwithstanding 
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with the land (section 14). In the case of shipping the earlier 
legislation went to the other extreme, and under the Merchant 
Shipping Acts of 1845 and 1854, not only was notice of an 
unregistered assurance ineffectual as regards an assurance on the 
register (McCalmont v. Rankin, 2 D. M. & G. 403), but an un- 
registered dealing with the ship was absolutely void (Liverpool 
Borough Bank vy. Turner, 2D. F.& J. 502). In this latter 
respect, however, the law was altered by the Act of 1862, and 
the Act of 1894 saves the effect of unregistered instruments, 
subject always to the absolute priority of registered instruments 
whether with or without notice. The question of the effect in 
this respect of the registration of an assignment ofa patent 
seoms to be new. In New Ixvton Tyre Co. (Limited) v. Spilebury 
(46 W. R. 567) the registered owner of letters patent on the 
24th of June, 1896, agreed for valuable consideration to transfer 
them to the plaintiff company’s predecessor in title, but the 
agreement was not registered till the 27th of September. On 
the 16th of September the owner granted to the defendants 
a licence to use the patent, and the licence was registered on 
the 18th of the same month. Prior to the granting of the 
licence the defendants had express notice of the agreement of the 
24th of June. The provision for the registration of assignments 
of patents is contained in section 87 of the Patents Act, 1883, and 
it isthereby provided that the registered proprietor shall, ‘“‘subject 
to any rights appearing from such register to be vested in any 
other person,” have absolute powerover thepatent. In the present 
instance the licence was on the register when the agreement for 
assignment was registered, and therefore, primd facie, that 
agreement was subject to the rights of the licensees. The 
section concludes, however, with a proviso that any equities in 
respect of the patent may be enforced in like manner as in 
respect of any other personal property, and this seems to forbid 
too strict an enforcement of the legal rights of persons whose 
interests are entered on the register. If the general rule of 
equity as to personal property is to prevail, it is clear that 
registration cannot protect a person taking with notice of a prior 
right. So, accordingly, Kxxewicn, J., held, and affirmed the 
title of the plaintiff company under the agreement of the 24th of 
June. 





Tue FRESH evidence disclosed by the recent Report of the 
Commissioners in Lunacy as to the increase of insanity in this 
country raises a question whether our existing legal machinery 
may not be partly responsible for this unpleasant fact. There 
is a consensus of opinion among experts that one at least of its 
main causes is the difficulty of securing the treatment of insanity 
in its incipient stages. The reluctance of the friends of a 
person in wkom the symptoms of mental disease are manifesting 
themselves to take an initiative which will place the stigma of 
insanity on the family name has much to do with this difficulty. 
But it is idle to disguise the fact that the unwillingness of 
medical men to certify isa far more operative cause of its 
creation. The section in the Lunacy Act, 1890, which enables 
a medical man to have frivolous and vexatious proceedings 
against him stayed (section 330), has not, in practice, afforded 
any very great protection to the profession. It is not easy for 
the unofficial medical man to get an action stayed; and eyen if 
he succeeds in doing so, he seldom can recover his entire costs. 
It really seems to be worthy of consideration whether a system 
of official certification might not with advantage be instituted. 
As we are apparently to have new lunacy legislation within the 
next year or two, perhaps the authorities may keep this sugges- 
tion before them. 


WE cHRONICLED last week the circumstance that the firm 
of solicitors of which the late Mr. Cunuirrz, of Manchester, 
was a member went back “in direct succession for over a 
hundred years.” Wedo not quite know what is intended by 
direct succession,’’ but we assume it means that members of 
the same family had been carrying on the practice for the period 
mentioned, and this we suppose was the case, although the 
name of Cunliffe first appears in the Law List for 1810. The 
earlier Law Lists, however, are very unreliable as regards the 
inclusion of all the solicitors practising in provincial towns. 
In the issue for 1779 the names of only eleven solicitors are 





given as carrying on business in Manchester. It would be in- 
teresting to hear whether there are many other country offices 
which can trace their pedi in ‘‘direct succession” for over 
a century. How does an office of this antiquity manage to find 
storage for all its accumulated papers ? : 








LUNATICS OUT OF THE JURISDICTION, 


Tuere has recently been a remarkable development of the law 
with regard to the powers of the court both under and apart 
from the Lunacy Act, 1890, over the property of lunatics out of 
the jurisdiction. In this article an attempt will be made to 
trace it and sum up its results. 

The cases may most conveniently be examined in chrono- 
logical order. For our present purpose we may take asa 
starting-point Re Barlow's Will (1887, 35 W.R. 737), a case 
not arising under the Eoglish lunacy jurisdiction. There a lady 
who was detained in an asylum in New South Wales, was entitled 
for life to the income of one-third of a testator’s residuary 
estate, and was absolutely entitled toa fund of about £2,000 
which had arisen from accumulations of this income. She had 
for years been maintained by the Colonial Government at a 
total expense of £803. . Under the New South Wales Lunacy 
Act (42 Vict. c. 7), a distinction is drawn between “insane 
persons ” and ‘‘insane patients.” The latter—to which class 
the lady in question belonged—are persons detained as lunatics 
but not so found by inquisition; and the Act confers on the 
Colonial Master in Lunacy extensive powers as to the manage- 
ment of their property, enabling him, for example, to sue for 
(within the colony) and receive debts due to the patient, but 
without, however, ‘‘ vesting,” in the technical sense of English 
law, such property in him. The Master claimed to have the 
accumulations, which were in England, paid over to him, where- 
upon the trustees paid them into court under the Trustee Relief 
Act. The court (Corroy, Bowen, and Fry, L.JJ.) held, affirm- 
ing the judgment of Kay, J., that as the lunatic was 
not judicially so declared, and as there had been no 
vesting of the property in the Colonial Master in Lunacy, 
the latter hed no claim as of right to have the whole 
of the accumulations transferred to him; but that the 
court, acting as trustee, was justified in paying over to the 
Master anything which the competent authority decided t» be 
necessary for tho maintenance or benefit of the patient—in this 
case the £803 for past maintenance, the income of the 
remainder of the fund so long as the patient should be detained 
as an “insane patient” in New South Wales, and the patient’s 
share of the income of the residuary estate. Some of the expres- 
sions in the judgments in Re Barlow's Will are capable of being 
interpreted as indicating that the case turned on the absence of 
a formal vesting order. 

But this view has been negatived by Linpiey, L.J., in Re 
Brown (1895, 2Ch., at p. 672), where it is said that the difficulty 
of the court arose in Ze Barlow from the fact that the lunatic 
was a patient not judicially declared to be insane, Re Brown 
(ubi supra) was also an Australian case, but it differed from Ae 
Barlow’s Will in several important particulars. The lunatic had 
been so found by the Supreme Court of Victoria sitting in Lunacy, 
and the application in England was made under section 134 of 
the Lunacy Act, 1890, under which the Court in Lunacy has 
jurisdiction to order funds in this country standing in the name 
of a person resident abroad and found lunatic by a foreign 
or colonial court to be transferred to the committee, curator, 
or other person duly appointed by that court to manage the 
lunatio’s personal estate. The two cases were, however, alike 
in this, that in neither did the colonial statute actually ‘‘ vest” 
the property of the lunatic in the Master according to the 
strict legal meaning of the term “vest” in England. te Brown 
therefore neatly raised, so far as proceedings under the Lunacy 
Act, 1890, are concerned, the point which Re Barlow's Wiil 


had left doubtful. The court held that ‘‘ vested” in section 
134 includes the right to obtain and deal with, without being 
actual owner of, the lunatic’s personal estate, and prefaced the 
order of transfer with a statement that the estate was ‘‘ vested ”’ 
within the meaning of that section. Liyprey, M.R, pointed 
out that any other construction would render section 134 
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practically valueless, since neither in England nor in foreign 
countries and the Colonies is the property of a lunatic ‘‘ vested” 
in his committee in the strict sense of the term. 

Two points—the one impliedly and the other expressly— Re 
Brown left open. (1) Suppose a case, not arising or coming 
under the Lunacy Act, where a lunatic resident out of the 
jurisdiction had been judicially found lunatic by a foreign 
court, would the interpretation of “vested” adopted in Re 
Brown apply so as to give the court jurisdiction to make an 
order for payment out of the corpus of a fund to which the 
lunatic was entitled? This question has now been answered 
in the affirmative: Re De Linden (1897, 1 Ch. 453). The 
following earlier cases may also be considered: Re Stark 
(2 Mac. & G. 174), Scotch curator, payments of dividends 
only sanctioned; Re Garnier (L. R. 13 Eq. 532), French, 
dividends only; Re Elias (3 Mac. & G. 234), Dutch, Re 
Mitchell (lL. R. 17 Oh. D. 515)—in both of these the 
capital was transferred to the foreign curator without security ; 
Scott v. Bentley (1 K. & J. 281), Scotch. The other point left 
open is (2) Does sectivn 134 of the Lunacy Act, 1890, give 
the judge in Lunacy a discretion? Here, also, we have now an 
affirmative answer : Re Knight (1898, 1 Ch. 257), and the reason 
iven by Linpiery, M.R., in that case appears to be conclusive. 
f the court bad no discretion it would lose the jurisdiction which 
it clearly has had from the time of Lord Harpwicke, and still has 
under sections 90 and 96 cf the Lunacy Act, 1890, over the 
os in this country of a lunatic resident out of the juris-

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CASES OF THE WEEK. 


Before the Vacation Judge. 
BAILEY v. SKINNER AND FLEMING, REID, & CO. 28th Sept. 


Covenant NoT TO Carry on Particutak Trape—Caxryine on Parr or 
Trave—Inscnction. 


This was a motion on behalf of the plaintiff, Mr. Daniel Bailey, of 18, 
Grove-road, Eastbourne, that the defendants, Mr. J. A. Skinner and 
Messrs. Fleming, Reid, & Co., of Eastbourne, and each of them might 
be restrained until the trial of the action or further order from using or 

rmitting or suffering to be used certain premises, 22, Grove-road, Kast- 

urne, for the trade or business of a general draper in breach of 
covenants by the defendant J. A. Skinner contained in certain indentures 
of lease dated respectively the 30th of November, 1894, and the 23rd of 
September, 1896. It was said that the plaintiff was the lessee of and 
occupied the shops and premises known as 16, 18, and 20, Grove-road, 
Eastbourne, under leases from the defendant James Skinner, dated the 
30th of November, 1894, and the 23rd of September, 1896. Such leases 
were both made between the defendant Skinner and one Albert G. Shar- 
man. The lease of the 30th of November, 1894, contained the following 
covenant: ‘‘ And the lessor doth hereby further covenant with the lessee 
that he, the lessor, will not during the term hereby granted demise or 
lease any of the shops and premises 16 to 36, Grove-road aforesaid, or 
permit or suffer the same to be used as or for the trade or business of a 
general draper.”” The lease of the 23rd of September, 1896, 
contained the following covenant: ‘‘And the lessor doth hereby 
further covenant with the lessee that he, the léssor, will not 


dealt in by general pers, and the defendants Fleming, Reid, & Qo, 
dealt not only in woollen articles, but also in cotton and silk . The 
opening of a business of such a nature next door to the plaintiff would 
cause him a most serious loss. On the 12th of April, 1898, the defen. 
dant, Mr. J. A. Skinner, gave the following licence to Messrs, 
Baddeley & Hewer: ‘‘ In consenting to the assignment of the lease of the 
above-mentioned premises’? —i.c., 22, Grove-road, Eastbourne—“ to 
Mesers. Fleming, Reid, & Co., I also consent that the house may be sublet 
unfurnished to a respectable and responsible tenant, and, further, that 
the shop may be for the sale of knitting wools and worsted and 
woollen goods of every description.’? The defendants Fleming, Reid, & 
Co. carried on a substantial part of the business of a general draper, and 
that amounted to carrying on the business of a general draper and 
a breach of the covenants. Patman v. Harland (29 W. R. 707, 17 Ch. D, 
353), Nicoll v. Fenning (30 W. R. 95, 19 Ch. D. 258), and Stwart v. Diplock 
(38 W. R. 223, 43 Ch. D. 343) were referred to. Upon behalf of the 
defendants Messrs. Fleming, Reid, & Co. it was said that the business 
carried on by them was simply that of a hosier. It was true a general 
draper generally sold hosiery, but the fact that the defendants on 
the business of hosiery and knitted om did not make them carry on 
the business of a general draper. The covenants were in restraint of 
trade, and ought to be construed strictly. As to the covenants ru 
with the land, the plaintiffs were the assignees of the original lessees, 
were not entitled to the benefit of the covenants: Thomas v. Hayward 
(L. R. 4 Ex. 311, 17 W. R. Dig. 73). The covenants did not run with 
the land. They did not affect the land demised. anaige v. Metropolitan 
Railway Co. (34 L. T. Rep. 774, 24 W. R. Dig. 295) was also referred to. 
CuANNBLL, J., in giving judgment, said: I am of opinion that, after 
the decision in Stuart v. Diplock, I ought not to grant an interlocutory 
injunction and thereby stop the defendants’ business. Speaking? for 
myself, I entertain no doubt that the plaintiff is entitled to make this 
complaint and that the defendants are bound by the covenants. I was 
somewhat surprised to find that a question of this nature was treated with 
doubt in Stuart v. Diplock. I do not say that one party could sue the 
other at common law, but I think the plaintiff is entitled to have the 
covenant enforced by injunction in analogy to the cases in which injune- 
tions have beep granted where there is a building scheme. But it is not 
necessary to decide that question in the present case. I think that the 
defendant Skinner covenanted not to grant leases of the other premises 
for the purpose of carrying on the business of a general draper. It is 
—~ clear that the defendant company is carrying on a busiuess almost 
of which can be carried on by a general draper. But that is 
because the business of a general draper is of a general nature. 
There may be some things in the defendant company’s catalogue 
which one would not expect to find in that of a general 


draper. The present case is distinguishable from Stuart ¥. 
Diplock, That case was one of ae The defendant in 
that case eold things that the plaintiff did not sell. In the present 


case nearly all the things sold by the defendant company are sold 
by the plaintiff. But I do not think that the defendant company can be 
said to carry on the business of a general draper. They carry on part of 
the business. Stuart v. Diplock seems to shew that to carry on PY we 
not to carry on the business. The only point that has caused a culty 
ip my mind is that ued ps 67 of the defendant company’s catalogue I find 
such articles mentioned as flannelettes, flannels, skirtings, dress materials, 
and serges ; and sateens, velveteens, and blouse materials are priced at so 
much a yard. It seems to me that selling those materials by the yard 
comes very near to carrying on the business of a dra A hosier sells 
articles ready for wear, a draper the materials from which the articles are 
made. ‘The fact that the defendant company has included on p. 67 of 
their catalogue articles sold by the yard gave me some doubt, but on 
the whole I do not think it right to put an end to their business now by 
interlocutory injunction. I do not think the case is absolutely clear, and 
I do not think such a breach is made out as justifies me in ting an 
interlocutory injunction. There will be no order except that the costs be 
costs in the action.—Counsgt, Alexander, Q.C. (J. L. Whitaker with him) ;

Sled by him in respect of the said refreshment-rooms, smoke-rooms, 
and bars, or of advertisements therein or on the said programmes, since 
he took poseeesion of the premises on Sunday, the 4th of September, 1898. 
Also that the defendant George Edwardes, his agents and servants, might 
be restrained until the hearing of this action from removing, or causing 
to be removed, from the refreshment-rooms, smoke-rooms, and bars, or from 
the cellars, or any other part of Daly’s Theatre, any wines, spirits, or 
other stock, or any plant or utensils belonging to the plaintiff com- 
pany. Insupport of the motion it wassaid that by consent an order had been 
agreed upon subject to the sanction of the court. The following was the 
proposed order: By consent, the defendant Edwardes undertaking until 
judgment or further order to keep a separate account as from the 4th of 
September last of his receipts and payments in respect of the refresh- 
ment-rooms, bars, and smoke-rooms at Daly’s Theatre and in respect of 
the advertisements therein or on programmes, and undertaking until 
judgment or further order not to remove or use any property of the plain- 
tiffs in or about the theatre, and the plaintiffs undertaking not until 
judgment or further order to attempt to take possession of the said rooms 
and bars, and all parties consenting that this action be tried together with 
the action of Daly v. Edwardes, and undertaking to take or concur in all 
necessary steps for the purpose, no order except that the costs of the 
motion be reserved. The action to be set down at once. Pleadings to be 
delivered during vacation. Liberty to Mr. Fischer to enter upon the 
theatre premises, on giving reasonable notice, for the purpose of removing 
any of the plaintiffs’ property. An inventory of the plaintiffs’ property 
left in and about the theatre to be taken and signed by Mr. Fischer and 
Mr. Edwardes. Mr. Edwardes undertakes until judgment or further 
order to keep the bars open as heretofore whenever the theatre is open. 
All the above without prejudice to any question.

THE TRUSTEE ACT, 1893. 21st Sept. 


TravsTzEE—VESTING Onper—Srock--Trvustzz not ABLE TO BE Founp— 
Evivence—Trvsrer Act, 1893 (56 & 57 Vicr. c. 53), s. 35. 


This was a petition by Frederick Varey and Joshua Perkin pray- 
ing that the right to call for a transfer of, and to transfer, forty shares in 
Rylands & Sons (Limited), numbered respectively 57,133-57,134, and from 
83,314 to 83,351, both inclusive, and now standing in the names of 
William Varey and the petitioners in the books of the company as execu- 
tors and trustees of the will of William Henry Varey, deceased, and to 
receive any dividends now due, might vest in the petitioners as trustees of 
the will, and that the right to call for a transfer of, and to transfer, £912 
North-Eastern Railway Consols now standing in the names of the said 
William Varey and the petitioners, and to receive any dividends due and 
to accrue due on the consols might vest in the petitioners, and that the 
petitioners might transfer the consols into their own names to be held by 
them upon the trusts of the will. In support of the motion it was said 
that the application was made under section 35 of the Trustee Act, 1893 
(56 & 57 Vict. c. 53). The ground of the application was that of the three 
executors and trustees one could not be found. The facts were as fo)- 
lows: The testator, William Henry Varey, duly made and executed his 
last will and testament, dated the 29th of April, 1896, by which he 
appointed his sons, William Varey and Frederick Varey, and his son-in- 
law, Joshua Perkin, to be executors and trustees of his will. The testator 
died on the 7th of July, 1896, without having revoked or altered his will, 
which was proved in the District Registry at Wakefield of the Probate Divi- 
sion of the High Court of Justice on the 14th of September, 1896, by all 
three executors named therein. William Varey, one of the sons of the 
testator and one of the executors and trustees named in the will, and by 
whom the will was duly proved, towards the end of the month of September, 
1897, or about the beginning of the month of October in the same year, 
left the city of Leeds, where he had been residing, having previously sold 
his business of a draper which he carried on there, and all his household 
furniture and effects in his residence in Leeds. He never communicated 
to his co-trustees his intention of leaving the city of Leeds. Since the 
month of October he had not been seen nor had any communication been 
received from him whatever, nor did any knowledge as to his whereabouts 
exist. Various letters had been written and sent to and inquiries made 
by prepaid post at his residence and place of business, Roundhay-road, 
Leedr, and elsewhere, but it had not been possible to ascertain where he 
had gone. On the 23rd of August, 1897, the following advertisement was 
inserted in the London Daily Telegraph newspaper and also in the two 
principal Leeds newspapers—namely, the Yorkshire Post and Leeds 
Mercury : “‘ Re William Henry Varey, deceased. Will William Varey be 
good enough to communicate with Messrs. Emsley, Son, & Smith, solici- 
tors, 17, East-parade, Leeds’; but no communication had been received 
from him. By the Trustee Act, 1893, s. 35: ‘*(1) In any of the 
following cases, namely: (ii.) When a trustee entitled alone or jointly 
with another person to stock or to a chose in action . - (ce) cannot 
befound . the High Court may make an order vesting the right 
to transfer or call for a transfer of stock, or to receive the dividends 
orincome thereof . . . in «any such person as the court may appoint.” 

CuanneLt, J.—I think that the evidence that the third executor and 
trustee cannot now be found is sufficient. There will be a vesting order 
in the terms of the prayer, and the costs will be payable out of the estate.

Errect or Disso.vtTion or Liurrep Company—Bona VAcANTIA. 


Messrs. Higginson & Deane became bankrupt in 1847, and among the 
creditors whose proofs were admitted were Littledale & Co. for £69 000 
and the Royal Bank of Liverpool for about £550,000. The Roysl Bank 
was established under certain deeds of settlement, and was subsequently 
registered under the Companies Acts; it was in and after 1867 wound up, 
first voluntarily and subsequently under supervision. Various dividen 
were paid in the bankruptcy. An order of dissolution was applied for in 
the winding-up of the banking company and was made by North, J., on 
the 29th of October, 1887, dissolving the ony = from the 26th of 
December, 1887. In the present year fresh assets of the bankrupts appeared 
in the shape of some North-Eastern Railway Consolidated Stock, which 
bad been originally, in its then form of shares in the Leeds and Thirek 
Railway, ee as worthless, but in 1898 were with interest worth 
£5,500. Littledale & Co. then applied to the court to =< the proof 
of the Royal Bank without prejudice to dividends already declared, on the 
ground that the bank had ceased to exist. The Treasury gave notice of 
opposition on the ground that upon the dissolution of the Royal Bank the 
right to all further dividends which would have been payable to the bank 
or the liquidator thereof vested in and belonged to the Crown as bona 
vocantia. An affidavit was filed in support of the Crown’s claim by the 
late liquidator of the Royal Bank, stating the above contention and that 
the Crown made the claim at the instance of the contributories or 
other persons interested or claiming to be interested in the assets 
of the bank. Counsel for the applicants cited Re London and Cale- 
donian Co. (Limited) (11 C. D. 140) and Coxon v. Gorst (1891, 2 Oh. 73) 
in support of the contention that the Royal Bank was extinguished 
for all purposes; the debt from the We prem Py was extinguished on 
the dissolution of the bank, and the proof should therefore be expunged. 
Counsel for the Treasury opposed the application, on the ground that 
where an individual died intestate without next-of-kin the Crown was 
entitled to his property, and that there was no difference between a 
corporation and an individual. He cited Graut on Corporations at p. 304 
as laying it down that ‘‘ all the personal estate of a dissolved corporation 
seems to vest in the Crown as bona vacantia.”” This debt was part of the 
personal estate of the bank. Further, there was no jurisdiction to 
expunge a proof, unless it was bad ab initio. The asset which had 
recently come in was the property of the corporation at the time of its 
dissolution. He cited Cunnack v. Kdwards (1896, 2 Ch. 679). 

His Honovr Jupoz Coxtrer held that the bank, having absolutely 
ceased to exist for all purposes, could no longer be held to be entitled in 
any form t> a share in the assets of the bankrupts; and that on the 
dissolution of the company the debt due to it was extinguished so as to be 
incapable of subsequent ownership, and that, therefore, there was no 
moment of time when it was without an owner. He would leave the 
proof on the file as a record, but directed that all future assets should be 
divided among the creditors other than the Bank of Liverpool, whose 
proofs were on the file. Costs of the application to be paid out of the 
estate.—CounsgL, Leslie Scott ; Horace Avory ; Stewart Brown ; Oulton.

The death is announced of Lady Jessel, the widow of the late Sir 
George Jessel, Master of the Rolls. 


The curious way in which the parishes of the City run one into another 
is often the subject of remark.

A New South Wales correspondent says that during 1897 land titles

Meeers. Blunt & Co., of 95, Gresham-street, London, writing to the 
Times with regard to the Employers’ Liability Act, 1898, say: ‘‘ The 
Act says—‘Payment shall in case of death be made to the legal 
personal representative of the workman ’—i.c., his executor or, in the 
absence of a will, his administrator. It adds, ‘Or if he has no legal 
personal representative, to or for the benefit of his dependants.’ But 
employers can hardly be expected to embark on the inquiries and risks 
which this loosely-expressed alternative involves, and we as solicitors 
have felt bound to advise that in all cases of fatal accident administration 
should be required to be taken out. It can be done by personal applica- 
tion to the local Inland Revenue officer at a cost of only 15s. for fees and 
expenses.”’ 


The Select Committee on Election Petitions (whose report is just issued) 
recommend, according to the Westminster Gazette, that instead of three 
judges being placed on the rota to try election petitiéns each year six 
judges should be placed on the rota for three years, two retiring each 
year. In this way greater continuity of practice would be secured. The 
subordinate procedure in elections should also, it is suggested, be con- 
ducted before some prescribed officer to whom the work should be per- 
manently allotted. The committee consider the position of the Public 

tor at present unsatisfactory. He should be entitled to intervene 
as a ate J whenever the petition is likely to be affected or endangered 
and should have power to continue a petition which would otherwise fail 
should he deem it requisite in the interests of justice.
